At the annual State of Fort 
Erie Address held at Bridgewa¬ 
ter Country Club last Thursday 
morning, Redekop spoke about 
the challenges and successes 
the Town ofFortErieis currendy 
dealing with. 

Keynote speakers also 
included Chamber president 
Rick Phibbs and Fort Erie Eco¬ 
nomic Development and Tour¬ 
ism Corporation manager Jim 

The event, hosted by the 
Greater Fort Erie Chamber, 
allowed the community’s lead¬ 
ers to address the town’s devel¬ 
opment while helping residents 
to understand issues at large and 
future visions. 

According to the mayor, the 
Town of Fort Erie is “fortu¬ 
nate to have such a good coun¬ 
cil which consists of individu¬ 
als who all get along with each 

“They’re very responsive to 
their residents and they have 
one objective and that objective 
is to ensure that this community 


prospers," Redekop said. 

‘T’ve seen a lot of councils 
over the years, I’ve watched 
councils, I’ve been on councils, 
and I’ve participated in coun¬ 
cil activities for almost 40 years. 
This is a good group of people,” 
he added. 

Redekop noted June will be 
an important month for Fort 
Erie because celebrations that 
include a two-day history con¬ 
ference and ceremony will mark 
the 150th anniversary of the Bat- 
de of Ridgeway. 

There have also been a 
number of changes at Town 
Hall, including the addition of 
the Town’s new corporate com¬ 
munications director, Janine 
Tessmer, as well as the develop¬ 
ment of a strategic plan that out¬ 
lines goals and initiatives to pro- 
'' i leadership focus for the 


i part of the strategic plan, 
Redekop said two councillors 
have been assigned to each of 
the plan’s three pillars: to create 
a prosperous and growing com¬ 
munity, to create effective and 
sustainable infrastructure and 
to build strong customer service 
relationships and improve com¬ 
munications. 

Redekop said Town staff have 
begun to measure the number 


and stakehold¬ 
ers it has served, promptness 
for clearing complaints and 
the turnaround time for permit 
applications in order to improve 

He noted major achievements, 
including a $2.2 million project 
to replace the town’s LED lights, 
a project that is expected to be 
completed by the end of April. 
He said the project will see a 30 
to 70 per cent savings on energy 
consumption and a 95 per cent 

“One of the biggest achieve¬ 
ments,” Redekop said, “is the 
completion of the Bay Beach 
Master Plan,” which received 
unanimous support from coun 

“When completed, it will not 
only be a sparkling jewel in Fort 
Erie’s crown but in the Region’s 
waterfront crown,” Redekop 

The Town worked with resi¬ 
dents through community work¬ 
shops and gathered input to 
develop a plan that will see “first 
class” washrooms, change room 
facilities, event and play facilities 
and new sidewalks and street-

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MPP Wayne Gates hits the streets 
to talk prescription drug prices

MPP Wayne Gates hit the 
streets last week to knock on 
doors to talk to Fort Erie resi¬ 
dents about increasing pre¬ 
scription costs for seniors. 

The politician spent last 
Thursday afternoon canvass¬ 
ing homes and businesses on 
Idyiewylde Street and the sur¬ 
rounding area to gather signa¬ 
tures for a petition opposing the 
provincial government’s budget 
plans to increase deductibles 
and co-pays under the Ontario 
Drug Benefit Program. 

According to Gates, the 
deductible for most seniors will 
be increased from $100 to $170 
and co-pays will increase from 
$6.11 to $7.11. He said approx¬ 
imately two-thirds of Canadian 
seniors take five or more drugs 
and numbers showthat Ontario 
seniors need an average of eight 
prescriptions for different drugs 
each year 

As the budget currently 
stands, prescriptions are set to 
"double for seniors.” 

"The premier is going to 
increase costs for any senior 
making over $19,500 a year - 


that puts a lot of seniors at risk 
They’re already paying steep 
hydro and gas hills and strug¬ 
gling to get by. I think seniors 
deserve more respect than that 
and I’m bringing these signa¬ 
tures directly to the Premier to 
show that people want this pol¬ 
icy changed,” Gates said. 

The MPP has committed to 
canvassing homes in Fort Erie, 
Niagara-on-the-Lake and Nia¬ 


gara Falls until the provincial 
budget is approved. 

"This is a big issue,” Gates 
explained. “Seniors are strag¬ 
gling today. They are choosing 
between paying for prescrip¬ 
tions and other things they need 
to live. These are the people that 
built our country and we should 
be protecting them”

Police number being 
spoofed in tax scam

Fraudsters have added a 
new twist to an ongoing tax 

The fraudsters are spoofing 
the Niagara Regional Police 
phone number as part of the 
scam to give potential victims 
the impression that the police 
are calling them. 

“With the Revenue Can¬ 
ada scam, they have tapped 
into something” Det.-Sgt Paul 
Spiridi said. “It's a big prob¬ 
lem. They are trying to create a 
sense of panic. All adults iden¬ 
tify with having to pay taxes. 

“We are inundated with 
complaints. We are trying to 
get the word out, and it just 
keeps going. We have issued 
countless releases about it 
warning the public. Revenue 
Canada has it right on their 
website." 

Initially, victims receive 


phone calls from individuals 
claiming to work for Canada 
Revenue Agency and are told 
that they have an outstand¬ 
ing tax balance that, if not paid 
immediately, will result in 
their arrest 

The phone number dis¬ 
played is spoofed, leading 
the victim to believe the call 
was from Canada Revenue 
Agency. Caller ID spoofing 
occurs when someone uses 
technology to make the call 
appear as if it is coming from 
another source. 

If the victims don’t make a 
payment, they receive a sec¬ 
ond call. 

This time, the phone 
number displayed is the 
phone number for Niagara 
Regional Police. 

The caller identifies himself 
as an NRP officer claiming the 
Canada Revenue Agency has 
filed a complaint and police 
have issued a warrant for the 


victim’s arrest. 

The phony police officer 
will threaten to arrest the vic¬ 
tim if the victim doesn’t send 
the funds immediately. 

“There are many groups 
that have latched onto this 
scheme," Spiridi said. "You are 
seeing different takes on the 
same scam. They were doing 
cold calls at first, but with all 
the attention, some people 
are getting furious with them 
on die phone. They got tired 
of being hung up on or swore 
at, so they starting doing robo- 
dials where they are using an 
automated voice mail. 

"If someone calls back or 
hits the number to speak to 
someone, they know they 
have a potential victim — or 
someone who isn’t aware of 
the scam.” 

Police are warning residents 
not to take immediate action 
and to verify the legitimacy 
of the communication before 


providing personal informa¬ 
tion or money. 

The NRP tells residents 
to contact Canada Revenue 
Agency directly by obtaining 
phone numbers from CRA’s 
web page to verify that money 
is owed to or by you, or if the 
CRA requires additional infor¬ 
mation. Do not rely on the 
phone numbers provided by 
the caller 

Furthermore, the CRA will 
not ask for payment using 
money transfer services such as 
Western Union, Money Gram 

address. 

Spiridi said the NRP — or 
any other police service for 
that matter—will not contact 
anyone to collect outstanding 
taxes or tax bills and does not 
use money transfer services 
such as Western Union, Money 
Gram or e-tiansfeis to an e-mail 
address.

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Council didn't follow 
Municipal Act 

According to a report from 
the Ontario Ombudsman's 
Office, Fort Erie council held an 
improper closed meeting on 
Dec. 14,2015, which violated 
open-meeting provisions of 
the Municipal Act. 

In the report provided by 
the provincial watchdog, 
the Ontario Ombudsman's 
Office stated staff received 
a complaint that Fort Erie's 
councillors met behind closed 
doors to view presentations 
that "provided a general 
overview of the Municipal 
Conflict of Interest Act and the 
Town’s insurance coverage.” 

The Town of Fort Erie was 
notified of the complaint on 
Jan. 7 and the intention of the 


Ontario Ombudsman's Office 
to investigate it. 

As a result of the 
investigation, Barbara Finlay, 
Acting Ombudsman of Ontario, 
concluded the breach of 
the municipal act occurred 
when councillors met in a 
conference room for a special 
open meeting. 

The conference room 
where the meeting was held 
is located in an area of town 
hall that is not open to the 
public. Although the meeting 
was supposed to be open to 
the public, a locked security 
door prevented members of 
the public from accessing the 

According to the report, the 
Town’s clerk “monitored the 
area near the locked security 
door before the meeting 


began” to see if any individuals 
“needed help getting through” 
the door to attend the 
meeting. 

The door wasn't propped 
open “because of trespassing 
issues at the Town Hall,” the 
report read. 

In the report, the clerk 
stated the conference room 
was selected to hold the 
meeting "because it is smaller 
than council chambers and 
more conducive to training 
presentations." 

When the meeting was 
called to order at 5:02 p.m., 
“no members of the public 
arrived at (that) time." 

Town of Fort Erie issued a 
press release last week which 
stated that “Town Council and 
staff take full responsibility 
for its actions” and "regret 


not taking additional steps 
to ensure the meeting was 
accessible to all interested 

"In order to ensure 
this occurrence does not 
happen again, Town Council 
will be implementing all 
recommendations provided 
by the Ontario Ombudsman 
Office," the press release said. 

The recommendations from 
the Ontario Ombudsman's 
Office include council is to 
ensure all open meetings are 
held in public spaces and 
that doors are kept open 
in order to provide access, 
councillors must adhere to the 
rules and regulations under 
the Municipal Act and a copy 
of both presentations from 
the Dec. 14 meeting be made 
available to the public. 


Council to consider 
zoning change for Erie 
Road property 

The Town of Fort Erie is 
considering an amendment to 
rezone property at 4152 Erie 
Rd„ which currently serves as a 
parking lot for individuals who 
visit Bay Beach. 

The zoning change would 
permit the construction of an 
apartment, street town houses 
and block houses in addition to 
the property’s commercial uses. 
The zoning change would also 
ensure that future development 
of the site would adhere to the 
urban design guidelines set out 
in the Town's Bay Beach Master 
Plan, which was approved on 
Jan. 11. 

The plan outlines 


future land uses such 
as park improvements, 
opportunities for generating 
revenue, transportation and 
environmental stewardship 

A public meeting was held 
last Monday, giving residents an 
opportunity to speak about the 
potential zoning changes. 

Residents expressed their 
concerns about properly 
lines, lack of green space and 
whether or not apartments or 
townhouses would fit in with 
Crystal Beach's cottage-style 
community. 

Asecond public meeting is 
planned for April 4.

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Ice boom removed

The removal of the Niagara River Ice 
Boom was underway last week. 

Personnel from the New York Power 
Authority began opening the boom's 
22 spans last Tuesday. 

As a result of the mild weather con¬ 
ditions this winter season, a significant 
amount of ice cover on Lake Erie never 
materialized, making conditions ideal 
for the ice boom’s removal. 

Last year, the boom opening began 
on April 20. The latest date for the 
start of the boom opening was May 
3, 1971 and the earliest start date 
was Feb. 28, 2012. 

The ice boom, which has been 
installed between Fort Erie and Buffalo, 
N.Y. each winter since 1964, is designed 
to reduce the severity of ice Jams from 
Lake Erie into the Niagara River and 
maintain water flow for hydro-electric 
power production. 

The boom consists of floating steel 
pontoons which are linked together 


and anchored to the bottom of the 
lake. 

masses of ice can form against the 
boom. When this happens, the 
boom submerges itself, allowing the 
ice to override it until the pressure 
is relieved. 

Following a storm, the boom resur¬ 
faces and restrains ice which would oth¬ 
erwise flow down the river. 

The boom is installed when the 
water temperature reaches 4 C or on 
Dec. 16—whichever comes first. It is 
usually removed on April 1 or when 
there is less than 645-square-kilo- 
metres of ice in the eastern basin of 
Lake Erie between Long Point, Ont., 
and Erie, Pa. 

The boom is owned and operated 
by the New York Power Authority and 
Ontario Power Generation. The use of 
the boom is authorized by the Inter¬ 
national Joint Commission with its 
International Niagara Board of Con¬ 
trol overseeing the installation, oper¬ 
ation and removal.

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St. George students send help to South Sudan

The Grade 6 students 
at St. George Catholic 
Elementary School were 
moved by what they read 
in a book, A Long Walk to 
Water, written by Linda 
Sue Park, so they decided 
they wanted to do some¬ 
thing to help. 

A Long Walk to Water, 
tells the true story of Salva 
Dut, a young boy who 
lived in Sudan in 1985 
during a period of civil 
unrest. 


thousands of children, 
mostly boys who became 
known as “the Lost Boys of 
Sudan,” that fled through 
war-torn desert to find 
safety. He went to Ethopia 
first, and then led 1,500 
“Lost Boys" through the 
Sudan desert to a refugee 
camp in Kenya. 

Dut came to live in the 
U.S. in 1996. In 2003, he 
founded a non-profit 
organization based in 
Rochester, N.Y. called 
Water for South Sudan. 
The organization drills 
water wells in South 
Sudan so the people who 


live there can have access 
to clean and safe drinking 

South Sudan, which 
received its in dependence 
in 2011 and is the world's 
newest country, has seen 
a significant amount of 
development in the last 
few years. 

The students said they 
learned much of South 
Sudan’s rural areas still 
lack basic infrastructure 
such as roads, utilities and 
basic sanitation. Many of 
the country’s wells are in 
rural areas where there is 
no electricity and people 


are unable to travel to for 
half of the year because 
of the country’s rainy sea- 

This year, Water for 
South Sudan issued the 
Iron Giraffe Challenge to 
school children around 
the world to help the 
children of South Sudan 
by raising funds for the 
organization. 

The class approached 
their principal, Rose- 
anne Sandel, with a pres¬ 
entation about what they 
learned when they read 
Park's book. The students 
asked if they could hold a 


number of events in order 
to raise $1,000 to send to 
Water For South Sudan to 
help make a difference in 
the lives of the people who 
live in South Soudan. 

Much to the students’ 
excitement, Mrs. Sandel 
agreed and the students 
set to work to achieve their 
goal. They sold candy grams 
at Christmas, cookie grams 
on Valentine’s Day and even 
held an after school movie 
event to raise the money to 
meet their goal. 

The money they col¬ 
lected would be put toward 
the purchase of a drilling 


rig, also known as an Iron 
Giraffe, which costs approx¬ 
imately $500,000. 

As part of the challenge, 
the St. George students 
have a chance to win an 
opportunity have Dut or 
Park visit their school, or 
have a Skye chat with Dut.

Niagara Parks film, 

TV permits spiked in 2015

Ontario's film and TV indus¬ 
try had its best year ever in 2015, 
and the Niagara Parks played a 
large part. 

Niagara Parks Commission 
chairwoman Janice Thom¬ 
son says there were 70 permits 
issued for film and TV produc¬ 
tions last year, a 17% increase 
over 2014. 

She credits last year’s 'Fro¬ 
zen Falls’ stories, Will Gadd's 
ice climb along the edge of the 
Horseshoe Falls in January and 
general interest in the Canadian 
federal election for the spike in 
permits. 

“Also, when there’s some¬ 
thing of international inter¬ 
est," she adds. “There was the 
Pan and Parapan Am Games... 
we had a lot of film crews from 
other countries coming in. They 
wanted the falls as a backdrop.” 

While no major movies set up 
production, TV shows included 
NBC’s Heroes Reborn and Netf- 
lix's Hemlock Grove. 

Several TV news and talk 
shows also sought permits, 
which only cost $250 each. 
Thomson says some crews, such 
as the Weather Channel, only 
required two people. 

Each request is evaluated by 
Parks staff for its content and 
whether filming will significantly 
interfere with visitors. 

“Our first mandate is to try 
and keep things as open as pos¬ 
sible to the public,” says Thom¬ 


son. "For example, if someone 
came and said ‘We want to do 
a feature film inside Journey 
Behind the Falls for four weeks,’ 
that would not likely go any- 

Locations directly in front of 
the falls remain the most popu¬ 
lar, she says, but others along the 
Niagara Parkway are also sought 
for their historic appearance. 

One of them is off the market, 
however: the Parks has removed 
its four power plant buildings for 
use because of public safety con- 

Last Wednesday, the Ontario 
Ministry of Tourism, Culture and 
Sport announced the film and 
TV industry contributed $1.5 bil¬ 
lion to the province’s economy 
in 2015, supporting more than 
32,000 frill-time and associated 


jobs (an increase of 4,500 jobs 
over 2014). 

The record-breaking year saw 
films like the Oscar-winning 
Spotlight and Oscar-nominated 
Room film in Ontario, along 
with network TV fare like Mur¬ 
doch Mysteries. 

Foreign spending was up 52 
per cent over 2015, contributing 
$763 million to the economy. 

Ontario remains the top TV 
and film production centre in 
Canada and third-largest in 
North America, behind Califor¬ 
nia and New York

inside the Thorold Tunnel. West¬ 
bound lanes were closed from 6 
p.m.
